REPEAL DATE
EFFECTIVE DATE

. Repeals existing provisions that regulate long-term care insurance and creates new ones, provides for

penalties, repeals, and an appropriation.

. New provisions apply to policies delivered or issued for delivery in lowa on or after July 1, 2008.

. Appropriates $60,000 from the General Fund for 1.0 FTE position for the Senior Health Insurance

Information Program (SHIIP) in the lowa Insurance Division. The Program disseminates educational
material and raises public awareness concerning health insurance products for older lowans.

. Affected provisions that currently regulate long-term care insurance are repealed on July 1, 2008.

. Provisions referring to the independent review process of benefit trigger determinations are effective

January 1, 2009.
